At the foot of Twentieth Sirest, South

‘That is quito equal 
to the average rato of railway travel, and is 
so far superior to the apeed attained by 
ocean grayhounds or torpedo boats that 
they would be simply nowhere in a raco, 


All naval engineers agroe that the iden is 
propostorons, that this astonishing rato of 
apeed can’t be attained as the inventor pro- 
poses, Noverthelcsa he rotains the courage 
of hia convictiona, and proposes to damon- 
strate next Spring that ho has struck some- 
thing which muet revolutionize the methoda 
of propelling steam vesscls—or result in 
ignominious failure, 

Extornally there ia nothing notable about 
the little ship except that, unlike .inoat 
steam vessels built for apeod, she has abun- 
danco of beam. Her tength over all is 
about, 110 feet, and on the water-line nine- 
ty-five feat, and her beam is sovonty-three 
foct, Her draught will be about four feet, 
and sho will have plenty of Freoboard.
